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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The amendments as entered now overcome the 
35 use 101 rejections of claims 30-34 and the objections to claims 1-16. 

Applicant argues: 

Applicant submits both Lok and Merrill fail to disclose or suggest receiving an index, display coordinates or a time value at a first device 
from a second device via network. Lok discloses client receiving a message to perform a function from at a client from a server. However, 
there is no disclosure or suggestion of the message including an index, display coordinates or a time value, 
(top of page 14 in filed response). 

The examiner respectfully maintains that the rejections are proper because Merrill uses the claimed features in a data structure for an 
animation file. The animation data structure has frame data contained within it. In particular, the data structure has a frame type, duration, 
a unique ID, and an offset in order to define where compressed bitmaps for each frame reside in the overall data structure (see col 8, lines 
51-55 , "The frame data 170 consists of a frame type (image, branch or sound) 172, frame position (x, y coordinates) 174, duration (in 60ths 
or a second) 176, a unique ID"). 

Furthermore, this animation data structure may be communicated or transferred among different computers. The rejection overall 
relies upon Merrill for teaching the concept of "An index, a plurality of display coordinates and a time value". Lok, the primary reference, 
teaches the concept of "receiving, via a network, a motion command ... at a first device from a second device". In the combination, Lok is 
modified by Merrill to incorporate the index, coordinates, and time of Merrill into the system of Lok which is capable of transmitting from one 
computer to another. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references Individually, one cannot show nonobvlousness by attacking 
references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 

(CCPA 1 981 ); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1 091 , 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1 986). 
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
